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1 .35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, macliine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 23-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 

directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 23-25 recite a method for "making and 

using nanoscale flakes" and this constitutes a hybrid-type of claim the statutory basis for 

which is unclear. A method for making a product is not necessarily limited to the 

product's manner of use and vice versa. It is unclear exactly what applicant is 

attempting to claim - the method of making the nanoscale flakes or the method of using 

them. 

2. Claims 23-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 23 is indefinite in reciting a "method for making and using nanoscale flakes" since 
the mere recitation of "using the nanoscale flakes for..." in the last paragraph of the 
claim is indefinite. It is not clear exactly how the nanoflakes would be used in the 
functional applications recited in claim 23. 

3. Upon closer review of the claims, it is believed that claims 23-25 are indefinite 
for the reasons noted in paragraph 2 supra. Also, it is not clear exactly which statutory 
class of invention these claims are drawn to. An obviation of these issues would put the 
case in condition for allowance.
